lost 500 men in the attacks of Nov. 17 
and 18 and were evidently disheart- 
ened.

MEMORIAL PLANS LIKELY TO BE 


CHANGED. 


Trustees Inspect the Design at Meet 


ing in New York—The Money 


Needed Not Raised. 


New York, Nov. 23.—At a meeting 


held here of the national trustees of 
the McKinley Memorial association, 
who have in their charge the erection 
of the McKinley monument in Canton, 
O., the design presented by the official 
architect, H. Van Buren McGonigle, 
was inspected. The appointment of the 
architect, who had been selected by a 
committee consisting of R. S. Peabody 
of Boston, Walter Cook and Daniel 
Chester French of New York, was rat- 
ified by the romrnitte", after which 
the plans were minutely inspected. At 
the close of the meeting it was stated 
that the sum needed had not been 
raised, and that changes which may 
be necessary will be made for finan- 
cial rather than artistic reasons. The 
drawings are said to show a massive 
structure, unlike either the 
Grant 


monument in New York or the Gar- 
field monument in Cleveland. Its sit- 
uation on the top of a hill renders a 
beautiful approach possible, and the 
opportunities offered gave the archi- 
tect an idea which, it is said, would 
require more money than the trustees 
have in hand. They now have about

eve of the election, and is the largest 
the Republicans have ever had in the 
House, although the Democrats had 
a larger majority in the Fifty-fourth 
Congress, elected in 1874, and -.\hich 
elected Samuel J. Randall speaker aft- 
er the decea&e of Michael C. Kerr, of 
Indiana. In 
the 
Fifty-second Con- 


gress, 1S01-93, the 
Democrat*, hnd a 


majority of 140, but 
Harrison 
was 


President and the Senate was Repub- 
lican. 
In the Fifty-fourth Congress, 


3!i!»5-97, 
the 
Republicans had a ma- 


jority of 133 and controlled the Sen- 
ate, but Cleveland was President. The 
Fifty-first Congress, which passed the 
McKinley act, had a working majori- 
ty of only seven, while in the JTifty- 
fifth, which passed the Dingley act, 
the Republican majoiity over Demo- 
crats and Populists was 42 


Germany's theatrical censor is in 


this country to learn what he can 
about theaters and has a word to offer 
on methods of safeguarding- the lives 
of patrons. He says: 


After your Iroquois theater fire in Chi- 


cago many changes were made, at my 
suggestion and order, in the Berlin thea- 
ters. In every Berlin theater a squad of 
firemen comes to the house one hour be- 
fore the curtain goes up. They inspect 
the curtain, the fire appliances, the stage 
accessories, the lighting apparatus and 
the exits. If anything is found wrong: the 
curtain cannot go up until it is made 
right. Nor can a play begin until the ex- 
amination has been made. The firemen 
remain until after the last of the people 
have left the house.

Modern Teacher and Modern School. 


1'rolpssional promoters of education 


and friends of the schools outside of 
the ranks of professional workers are 
occasionally moved to exploit views 
which aie at least novel if not radical. 
The idea behind the.se views is that a 
shaking up is a good thing for teach- 
ers, to keep them from getting into 
ruts. 
Itecently it was affirmed 'that 


women are less competent than men to 
train boys in manliness and courage. 
The pros and CODS in this discuasion 
were suggestive and doubtless helpful, 
like most discussions undertaken in 
good faith. 
Recently the ideal for a 


model modern teacher has been out- 
lined. He mast be up to date in every- 
thing, we are told—a good mixer, able 
to dance, play pool, billiards and other 
games, must be a church member, in- 
terest hhiifiMf iu local public affairs, 
be inaeneiio, a society man and gen- 
erally get out of the beaten tracks of 
old time pnriiigogism and at the same 
time command respect and obedience in 
the cl.Tss room. 


Tl.e idea of what a school education 


should do for the pupil has changed 
with the times. Drilling in the three 
R's is no longer the sine qua non. 
Perhaps the increase of college bred 
men and women iu the community cre- 
ates a demand for school training 
which shall mold character and man- 
ners as well as drill the miud in book 
lore. 
A teacher wit-Ids a vast influ 


•Mice and stands next to thtf parent, if 
not ahead, in the young and growing 
mind. Vp to date ideas and manners 
are essentials if the teacher would 
hold the lasting respect of those whom 
authority places under his or her lead- 
ership. At the same time the primary 
idea ot" a school is a place for lessons, 
and generally the brighter scholars 
have an inlluence upon the mass. 
These scholars demand that the teach- 
er shall be capable at the desk and 
never at a loss in up to date knowl 
edge. 
The teacher must be a peda 


go^ue or lose ground. To hold the 
teacher of the post up to ridicule in 
compiiring the old school with the new 
is unfair in the sense that formerly 
the compensation was too low to in- 
duce the best talent to devote a life- 
time to teaching. This phase has hap- 
pily changed. The profession is fairly 
well paid. Recently four employees in 
the civil service of a metropolitan city 
resigned their places, ranging in salary 
from $l,.r>00 to $2,300 a year, to take 
positions in schools. Perhaps they hue 
natural aptitude for school work, bu1 
the incident shows that the profession 
of toachins is no longer used as a 
stepping stone merely, but i-* a field for 
ambition and entei-pri.se. This is as it 
should be. to bold in the ranks the fully 
up to date man especially. The more 
up to date he is the higher will be 
aspirations for his own welfare. 
He 


must be human, we are told, if he 
would become a factor in the communi- 
ty, and if he is that he will reflect the 
characteristics of the people among 
whom he labors. The teacher of the 
past was to a certain extent a martyr 
to the cause of education, a situation 
that would be unfair with the modern 
idea of the school.
